Once up a man is free, He 
feels so. He is poised between 
earth and sky. The common- 
place may not reach out and 
demand his attention. Events on 
earth may not include him. So, 
after a time, when the synchro- 
nized sound of the engines has 
lulled him, the aircraft passen- 
ger sleeps or reads, relaxed. To 
be sure, he looks, for a while, 
at the sky and the clouds and 
thinks on their beauty. Or at 
the earth far below, feeling 
strangely, with a sense of un- 
reality, that he has separated 
himself from it. But on long 
journeys the aircraft fly high 
and earth is remote. So one 
thinks, ‘reads or sleeps. 


This aircraft is bound for 
Guatemala City, high in the 
mountains below Mexico. 


The mind runs on. A man 
remembers many journeys. Al- 
ways he remembers his first 
one. 


Memory 


It was 1913. And autumn. He 
made the football team at Mc- 
Callie School in his freshman 
year. Only a short time before 
his parents had moved from a 
Tennessee river bottom farm to 
the industrial city called Chatta- 
nooga. To the boy’s eyes it was 
a magic city, great with topless 
towers and fairy streets. The 
mountains rose about it and 
monuments were on them and 
history whispered to him of 
great struggles and battles in 
the agony of civil war. 


And thén he had made the 
team. And the first journey was 
to Athens, Tenn., 60 miles. 
away..The boy had never rid- 
den that far on a train. The 
prospect of going away with a 
team to do battle a long dis- 
tance away, before hostile crowds, 
was exciting. All the night be- 
fore he could hardly sleep, and 
seemed almost to anticipate the 
sound of the alarm clock at 4:30 
in the morning. The train left 
at six o’clock and the boy had 
to walk a mile to the station. 
There were no trolleys running 
and there was no car in the fam- 
ily. The bag, packed the night 
before with the football pants, 
jersey and shoes, was ready. 


It was still dark and cold 
when he started out, the bag 
banging at his knees. There was 
a short cut, past the National 
Cemetery, where lay the silent, 
dreamless hosts of Federal dead, 
killed in the many battles about 
the river, the city and the moun- 
tains. Then, at last, there was 
the big area of the rail yards, 
their lights dimmed by fog. 
It was ghostly, going across 
them, watching for the switch 
engines, and coming at last into 
the brightness and warmth of 
the station where the football 
coach, anxiously counting noses, 
was waiting as the boys gath- 
ered. The boy’s heart was high. 
He and his team were going on 
a magic trip. 


Innocence 


Those were innocent days. The 
man on the plane remembered 
them so. The first great world 
war was but a year away. But 
when it came none at first 
thought of it as anything save a 
war in distant Europe. 


The man on the plane was 
one of 70 gathered from the 
newspapers, Magazines and com- 
munication services of the Unit- 
ed States flying to Guatemala 
where, a few months before, a 
Communist regime, gratefully 
accepted and supported by Rus- 
sia, had been driven out. It 
seemed almost incredible that a 
political idea, part economic and 
possessed of a religious fanati- 
cism, should be endangering 
man’s freedom of body and mind. 


But it was so. The war of 1914 | 


had really never stopped. 

The man, remembering the 
boy’s journey with a bitter-sweet 
nostalgia, hardly thought of 
himself, hurtling through the 
air at more than 300-miles an 
hour, as on a journey. There 
was a story to learn. And to 
tell. A story of courage and 
hope and, of danger,

The President’s speech was ori- 
ented to his Symphony Hall audi- 
ence of mothers professing a re- 
ligious faith. 

He said that a genuine desire of 
the individual citizens of each na- 
tion to understand the traditions 
and hopes and desires of other 
countries 
peace, 
The emotions and attitudes in- 
stilled in all other peoples from 
childhood lie at the heart of vex-, 
ing international problems, said 
Eisenhower, adding that we in 
America must strive to wunder- 
stand them. 

Above all, he said, the religious 
quality of compassion is needed by 
us—the ability to fee} the emotions 
of others as though they were 
ours. 

“NOBLY SERVED” 

“If the mothers in every land 
could teach their children to un- 
derstand the homes, the hopes of 
children in every other land—in- 
America, in Europe, in the Near 
East, in Asia—the cause of peace 
in the world would indeed be nobly 
served,’ he declared. 

It is still more essential to our 

cause to understand the ingrained 
emotions which divide nations, 
the President said. We must go 
beyond these to the more funda- 
mental urgings—‘‘the bonds which 
make brothers of all men,”’ 
_ Eisenhower turned from his 
text again to stress the impor- 
tance of the, family, the home, 
and the mother. 


“TEACH IN HOMES” 


‘“‘Not only have we always rec- 
ognized that the woman — the 
mother—is the center of that in- 
stitution, and the home,”’ he said, 
‘“‘but possibly we have not recog- 
nized clearly enough how defi- 
nitely the future of this nation, in 
its character as a spiritual and 
intellectual and material, eco- 
nomic leader of the world, de- 
pends upon what we teach in our 
homes. 

‘Unless peace is taught in the 
home by the mother during the 
age where everything that is 
learned and absorbed stays with 
us so strongly, there is going to 
be no peace,’’ the President said. 

With all this, he continued, 
there must be patience, deter- 
mination, and confidence. This

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McCarthy Fumes; 
Let’s Forget Him! 


* As the Senate meets to consider cen- 
sure charges against Sen. Joseph Mc- 
_Carthy, it was inevitable that the Wis- 
consin solon would resort to his familiar 
tactics to soften the expected blow. 

Calling the whole proceedings a 
“lynching bee,” the senator hit out 
blindly Sunday against anybody and ev- 
erybody. He blames campaign tactics for 
GOP loss of Congress and obviously con- 
siders that only he could have pre- 
vented it. 

Whatever is the end result of the 
censure move, it was initiated by Re- 
publicans and the committee recommend- 
ing it was headed by a Republican. 
McCarthy precipitated it himself by turn- 
ing his special type of weird venom 
against his fellow senators as well as the 
President himself. 

As for his tactics, they were repudi- 
ated effectively in the campaign. A look 
at election results shows that where it 
was used the voters showed they had 
caught on to this new type of dema- 
goguery which McCarthy spawned. 

The senator, through his persistent at- 
tacks on the Eisenhower administration, 
did more to influence the election ad- 
versely for his party than any other man. 

The Wisconsin senator still will be an 
influence m American @government—at 
least for the remaining four years of his 
Senate term. He will continue to reach for 
his brief case and pull out strange papers 
which he will claim convict various and 
sundry of his fellow citizens. 

The censure move should go a long 
way toward restoring sense and stability 
into congressional investigations. Such 
probes were never meant to be used as 
political devices to destroy opposition and 
to further political ambitions of commit- 
tee chairmen. Their function is to provide 
information for legislation to guide the 
executive and judicial departments—not 
to usurp their powers. 

The American peopie and their elected 
representatives have shown an alertness 
through the years in turning back threats 
to their freedom disguised in various 
forms. The latest example in McCarthy- 
ism seems to be running its course. The 
quicker it is behind us, the better. 
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Georgia Gains Rapidly 
In Per Capita Income 


Georgia takes justifiable pride in the 
fact that it has experienced the second 
highest rate of increase in per capita in- 
come in the United States in the past 25 
years. But even with the increase, all 
but seven of the other states in the nation 
still are ahead of us. 

Between 1929 and 1953, per capita in- 
come in the state has advanced 260 per 
cent, bettered only by South Carolina 
with 335 per cent. 

In 1929 Georgia’s per capita income 
was placed at $329 by U.S. Department 
of Commerce figures. Last year -it had 
expanded to $1,184—$855 more than a 
quarter century before. 

In the 25-year period, personal income 
from all sources in the state advanced 
from $956,000,000 to $4,245,000,000 in 
1953—a rise of 344 per cént, the llth 
largest rate of gain in the nation. 

The state’s per capita income com- 
pares with a 1953 national average of 
$1,709. Even though the differential is 
still considerable, the larger relative rate 
of gain over the past 25 years has nar- 
rowed the gap. This relative rate held 
through 1953, although it is expected that 
1954 will be a slightly different story 
because of the drought. 

Increases in total income from , 1952 
to 1953 exceeded the national average 
again. While most other states were 
counting less net income from agricul- 
ture in 1953 than in 1952, Georgia ac- 
tually registered an 11 per cent rise. 

Agriculture’s share of the total income 
has dropped to about 12 per cent, al- 
though about 25 per cent of the total 
population still reside on farms. This 
indicates a direct relationship between 
farm income and per capita income and 
that there is still a surplus of people on 
the farms. As the drift to industry con- 
tinues, the per capita income differentials 
will be further narrowed. 

There’s no doubt about it. Gradually 
Georgia’s and the South’s economies are 
coming into balance. There’s still a long 
way to go and a lot of problems to be 
overcome, but time and evolution are 
doing the job, aided by energetic and 
enterprising people.

Foretelling the Future

The latest shocker comes from a 
man who estimates that in less than 2,000 
years each person will have less than one 
square yard of space in which to live if 
we keep reproducing ourselves at the 
present rate.

apartment dwellers we refuse to become 
alarmed. The human race obviously can 
adapt itself to anything. 

And again it seems obvious that in 
making his estimate, this calculator for- 
got to evaluate the hydrogen bomb, and 
the even more awesome instruments of 
destruction that are bound to come.

Our Poets Suggest We 
Are an Escapist Breed 


This is an age of fission and fusion 
but poetry still lives and people still 
like it. 

Verse is among the earliest literary 
forms, and before people even had an 
alphabet they found entertainment and 
pleasure in the songs of the minstrels 
and the bards. Gathered around the tribal 
fire our ancestors thrilled to tales of wars 
and daring and rhythmic epics of the gods. 


Poetry is a product of the times, and 
the best of it is spontaneous. To know a 
time, study the poetry it produced and 
you have insight into its civilization. 

Georgians, therefore, should be very 
interested in the current exhibition at 
the Atlanta Public Library. It is a-show- 
ing from a private collection of the works 
of Georgia poets who wrote between 1800 
and 1900. The earliest are rhymes of sin 
and sorrow and verses of morality. As the 
face of Georgia changed so did the themes 
of her poets. The century closed with 
people reading the still famous lines of 
Sidney Lanier, Frank L. ‘Stanton and 
Robert Loveman. 

Georgia produced no poetry at all in 
her first hundred years of history. The 
first volume of Georgia verse was pub- 
lished in Macon in 1838 by the Reverend 
Samuel Jones Cassels. Since then the 
statée’s contribution to the sum total of 
Ametican poetry has been quantitatively 
slight and qualitatively only graceful, 
Oddly enough the turbulent era of the 
War Between the States and Reconstruc- 
tion produced no Homer to sing of clash- 
ing arms. Nor have our fields and forests 
brought forth anything resembling the 
Georgics of Vergil. It was left for 
Stephen Vincent Benet, no Georgian at 
all, to catch the spirit of the state at war 
and to write so feelingly of Georgia’s 
countryside that Georgians in exile are 
made homesick on reading John Brown’s 
Body. 

Georgia’s history is full“of thundering 
themes for those who would write epics. 
But Georgia’s best known poets somehow 
have found their inspiration in landscapes. 

Politically and industrially, the state 
is right up to the minute on fusion and 
fission. Poetically we remain romanticists.

Income Tax Stripes 


Will Reveal Difference 


The Cadillac, tailoring by Brooks and 
the subscription to Esquire will be taking 
a backseat come January as tangible evi- 
dences of opulence. Uncle Sam’s tax col- 
lectors have moved into the field and 
have devised a scheme to enable those 
interested to tell at a glance the income 
status of any harried taxpayer. 


After the first of the year the In- 
ternal Revenue Service will begin mail- 
ing out tax forms in colors. The envelopes 
will be striped in either red, yellow, green 
or blue depending on the taxpayer’s in- 
come. 

Taxpayers with an income under $10,- 
000 will see red when they get their 
forms. Those in the more than $10,000 
bracket will have a golden yellow glow 
to greet them and the outlook for busi- 
ness partners and business proprietors 
will be blue. Farmers’ appropriately 
enough will get their forms decked out in 
green. 

For the farmer who runs a small busi- 
ness on the side and makes less than 
$10,000, we presume the envelope will be 
plaid.

[t never has been and it never will 
be so long as we Southerners hold 
to mores that make us different 
from all other Americans, includ- 
ing Eskimos and Digger Indians. 


However, the South gives the 
country something far more in- 
teresting than hydrogen bombs, 
nylon and gasoline — it-gives us 
something to talk about. It matters 
not who you are or where you are, 
any time the arguments on politics, 
religion and sex bog down—just 
toss in the South as a conversation 
piece and watch the fun. 


So herewith are a few items that, 
after the first julep — and I won- 
cer how many Southerners ever 
tasted a julep — will shake loase a 
hoedown that will spread into a 
stomping free-for-all if the branch 
water holds out. 

That Southern accent. Real 
Southern speech is somewhere be- 
tween the phony mush of the honey- 
chile buffoons and the careful 
enunciation of Edward R. Murrow, 
born in North Carolina.

Real hospitality never is 
emblazoned on the doormats. The 
Old South was an open house 
where you were welcome to visit 
awhile, and there still is a hold- 
over from this if you are sensitive 
enough to accept it and never go 
looking for it. 

In some of the weirdest imagery 
since the myth of Medusa, some 
folks think that Southern women 
somehow are different from other 
women. 

That Southern women are like all 
other women (except for certain 
speech differences) seems to be a 
fact the rest of the nation will not 
accept. They prefer the myth and 
I say let them have it. At least 
it distinguishes our women trom 
their sisters. 

The South tries to laugh at this 
nonsense, but really we squirm at 
movies and books and plays which 
make our women seem so silly. 
Yet we ourselves are largely re- 
sponsible. You can’t go around 
orating about Pure Southern Wom- 
anhood and making big talk that 
Atlanta, Georgia, or the State of 
Kentucky has the most beautiful 
women in the world, that Dallas, 
Texas, has the best-dressed wom- 
en in the world, without some of 
the twaddle rubbing off on other 
folks; for nonsense is contagious. 
We understand it in the South be- 
cause, to us, exaggeration is a way 
of humor. 

And there is one truth about the 
South that is not a myth at all: 
the South — she endures.

According to an Atlantian article 
by J. Paul Shelton, violation of the 
National Motor Vehicle Theft Act 
has enrolled 721 men in the walled 
institution at the south end of 
Boulevard. Finishing a poor sec- 
ond are narcotics offenders with a 
count of 257. Bank robbery has 
sent 123 of the present prison pop- 
ulation to Atlanta; Mann Act viola- 
tions, 69; income tax violations, 
11;. transporting stolen cattle 
across state lines, 3; train wreck- 
ing, 1; and scandalous conduct, 1 

Further figures, from AFP Rec- 
ord Office Statistician Hall, show 
that if one man had to serve all 
the time on the books at the At- 
lanta Penitentiary it would take 
him 19,02742 years. (Surely, he 
would get that half year off for 
good behavior.) If this mythical 
long termer had started doing time 
with the birth of Christ, by now 
he would have completed only 
about a tenth of his sentence. He 
wouldn't be eligible for parole for 
4,000 more years. 


The average age at the peniten- 
tiary here is 36.1 years; the av- 
erage sentence, 7 years, 2 months 
and 23 days. 

There are 53 lifers in the place, 
one man with 99 years and one 
with 90. And there is one prisoner 
serving a sentence of life plus five 
years, Which Statistician Hall 
thinks ‘“‘constitutes an unconstitu- 
tional infringement on eternity.”

Church Reaches 
All Areas of Living 


An attractive new book which is large in 
size and comprehensive in scope interests me 
more than most of the books which come to my 


desk. The title is ‘‘Worship Resources for the Christian Year” and 
it is published by Harper and Brothers. 


As the title suggests, the book highlights more than 30 ‘of those | 


days and occasions in the church calendar ,in which church people 
have a particular concern and witness. 


“The Christian Year,” says the 
Preface, ‘“‘dates back to the early 
church and is a great spiritual 


heritage of all Christians.”’ 


The book is divided into four 
main sections: (1) the Christian 
Heritage, (2) the Christian Mis- 
sion, (3) the Christian Home, and 
(4) the Christian Nation. Included 
in the first section are such days 
as Christmas, Lent, Palm Sunday, 
Week of Prayer and Bible Sunday. 
In the second part is featured oc- 
casions such as Missionary Sun- 
day, World Wide Communion, 
Temperance Sunday and Steward- 
ship Sunday. 


The third portion centers in the 
home and family with emphasis 
on Youth Sunday, Mother’s Day, 
Christian Education Week and 
Commencement. The last group 
includes Thanksgiving, Indepen- 
dence Day, Memorial Day, Broth- 
erhood Sunday, Labor Sunday, 
among others. 

The book contains a variety of 
worship materials such as calls to 
worship, invocations, prayer, 
poems and litanies. For each spe- 
cial day there is a section titled 
“Topics, Texts and Themes.” This 
includes pertinent quotations, sug- 
gestions and ideas of varied ap- 
peal, and sermon hearts and em- 
phasis. 

As I read through the volume, 
two ideas came to my mind.

This means that neither party won a solid vote of confidence and 
that both parties were put on the spot by the voters. 


I suspect that this is exactly 
what the voters wanted although 
they could not have known that 
this was exactly what they were 
going to produce? 

In Congress both parties will re- 
main on the spot during the next 
two years where the voters can 
watch and measure their actions 
closely until the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1956. 


That won't be bad. On balance it 
may prove very good indeed. 


The voting for the House, for the 
Senate, for the governorships dem- 
onstrated the inherent, continuing 
strength of the Democratic Party. 
It is a strength that reasserted it- 
self resiliently despite a massive 
presidential defeat only two years 
ago. 

But there was no Democratic 
sweep, no major overturn in Con- 
gress. Although the Democrats 
won at least six governorships 
from the Republicans, including 
the powerful and strategic one in 
New York, the margins were close 
and were not accompanied by oth- 
er state-wide victories. 

Neither party was given decisive 
control of Congress. Neither party 
won any decisive endorsement. 
Neither party was repudiated. The 
Democrats won fewer seats in the 
House of Representatives than is 
normal for the party out of power 
in the off-year election. The aver-

This foretells the difficult task faced by both sides in the forthe 


coming divided government. 


Each recognizes that the judg- 


ment by the public on. the jobs 
done by each in the next two years 
can have much bearing on who 
wins the 1956 presidential election. 


Democrats are bolstered by his- 
torical precedents that give them 
the edge. Usually it happens that, 
if the party in power loses the mid- 
term congressional election, such 
as that last week, it loses the 
White House also two years later 
‘which, for our purposes, becomes 
1956. 

That is not, however, the invari- 
able rule. In fact, it was other- 
wise in the most recent case. Re- 
publicans took over Congress in 
the 1946 off-year congressional 
elections, but Democrats re-elected 
their President, Harry S. Truman, 
two years later in 1948 and also 
recaptured Congress. 

So in this.unfortunate, if unusual, 
experience of Republicans a few 
years back, Democrats; have a 
warning. They are in the same po- 
sition today. 

Democrats are confronted now 
with a Republican President in the 
White House who is still very pop- 
ular, much more so than his. party. 
It is he rather than the Republican 


party of which they must be care- 


ful. This calls for skillful manage- 
ment of Congress by the Demo- 
crats if they are to maintain their 
own apparent good standing with 
the public, demonstrated by their 
congressional election victory and 
a multitude of state and local tri- 
umphs all over the country. In 
some respects their problem is 
more difficult than that faced by 
the Republicans when they. took 
over the 80th Congress midway of 
the first Truman administration. 


Calling the signals for the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress in this test will 
be Rep. Sam Rayburn of Texas, 
who once again will be Speaker of 
the House, while his protege, Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, will be 
Majority Leader of the Senate, and 
thus boss on the other side of the 
capitol. If anybody can keep Demo- 
crats on an even keel it is Sam 
Rayburn.

General Vogel, -who became 
TVA chairman in September, 
said he spoke only for himself in 
urging that construction of the 
private plant begin promptly. 

He said that unless the statu- 
tory 30-day waiting period during 
which the contract must lie be- 
fore Congress is waived, construc- 
tion could not begin before spring. 
This, he said, would hamper con- 
struction because of high water, 
and delay getting needed power 
into the TVA system beyond 1956, 
‘when demand will have increased. 

The question of whether the 
joint committee could legally 
'consider the administration’s re- 
quest for the waiver before a con- 
tract is signed promoted _ the 
committee to call upon the AEC 
to try to execute the contract by 
this morning.

2 carrots, sliced 

4 to 6 pounds beef 

3 tablespoons butter 

1‘2 cups boiling water 

42 pint sour cream 

1. Combine in saucepan the 
vinegar, salt, peppercorns, bay 
leaves, onions and carrots, and 
bring to a boil. 2. Remove from 
heat and cool for 30 minutes. 
Place beef in bowl and pour mix- 
ture over it. 3. Marinate for 3-5 
days in the refrigerator, turn- 
ing the meat several times. 
Baste occasionally. 

4. Drain meat, reserving mar- 
inade and dry with paper tow- 
els. 5. Melt butter in heavy cast- 
iron pot or Dutch oven. 6. Brown 
meat on all sides, then add mar- 
inade and boiling water and cook 
over low heat for three hours, 
or until meat is tender. 7. Add 
sour cream, stirring constantly, 
and simmer for 15 minutes. 
8. Slice and serve wit the gravy. 

Mrs. Hugh Frazer came to 
this country four years ago with 
quite a collection of English 
china and tea service including a 
crumpet dish (now often used for 
toast). 

If you've never made crump- 
ets, here’s the recipe straight 
from old England. 


CRUMPETS 

2 cakes or packages yeast 

14 cup lukewarm water 

2 eggs 

1% cups lukewarm milk 

2 tablespoons melted butter 

14 teaspoon salt — 

1 teaspoon sugar 

3 cups sifted flour 

1. Dissolve yeast in the water. 
2. Allow to soften for 5 minutes. 
3. Beat the eggs, add milk, but- 
ter, salt and sugar. 4. Add yeast 
mixture and flour, beating until 
smooth and well-blended, Cover

and set aside in a warm place 
for 15 minutes. 5. Preheat oven 
to 400 degrees. Fill buttered 
muffin tins about half full. Bake 
for 15 minutes. 6. Serve hot with 
plenty of melted butter and rasp-

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Dieting, Budgeting Are Possible 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

One of the grim facts of life 
is that less expensive foods are 
more fattening. So hurrah for the 
spirited overweight who writes 
that, there must be some way to 
wrest a good figure from family 
fare on budget menus, and she 
intends to find it. With that sort 
of will-to-do, the mind finds ways 
and out spills a miracle. 

It may help to contemplate 
that an overweight with a mil- 
lion dollars still can’t have rich 
desserts and slim down! But seri- 
ously, budget fare can be slim- 
ming. At dinner, the main dish 
can include 300 calories. 

SKIP THE BREAD 


This allows for a scant cup of 
macaroni and eheese, Boston 
baked beans, or a heaping cup 
of meat stew with vegetables. 
With the first two dishes, cole 
slaw with vinegar dressing and 
stewed tomatoes combine well. 
For dessert, have fruit—a grilled 
half grapefruit with scarit table- 


bread and butter off that meal. 

If spaghetti with meat balls is 
your dish, have two-thirds cup 
of cooked spaghetti in tomato 
sauce and two fairly generous 
meat balls. Skip the French 
bread. Cole slaw and fruit round 
out that meal within a slimming 
calorie count. 


Protein is the expensive item 
in the meal. Dieters complain 
that the cow jumped over the fi- 
nancial moon and Mary’s little 
lamb chops followed. Well, look 
for the weekly specials, or roasts 
and baking chickens. For your 
serving leave off the gravy. 

Fish, fresh, frozen or canned 
is made to order for dieters, for 
it is low in calories. Medium fat 
fish such as bass, bluefish, hali- 
but, perch, swordfish and mack- 
erel furnish about 200 calories 
for a generous serving. 


SPACE FILLERS 


Have a small baked potato, or 
half a large one, with a half pat 


Eat the big outer stalks of cel- 
ery for space fillers. Raw carrot 
slivers are satisfying too. 

With a meal planned around 
baked beans, have a scant cup, 
plus a cottage cheese and chive 
salad, a tart fruit, and a glass 
of skim milk or buttermilk. Pow- 
dered dry milk is less expensive 
and has the same nutrition and 
calorie value as skim milk. 


The worst possible thing a 
budget-minded overweight could 
do is to try to starve herself 
slim. One overweight asked if 
in the interest of economy she 
could reduce on fruit juice only. 
No, No, NO! A doctor bill would 
quite likely be the result. 

Put nuturition science to work 
and eat to control pounds. 

You can keep your menus with- 
in 1200 calories a day, lose a 
pound a week and feel energetic. 

Slimming on low cost, family 
fare, will bring the triumphant 
feeling that nothing can ever de- 
feat you.

School Teaching 


Not All Degrees 


Clark L., 39, is a high school 
principal. 

“Dr. Crane, I’ve found that 
some of my poorest teachers 
are the very ones with ad- 
vanced degrees. 

“And some of the best teach- 
ers have had the least amount 
of college education. 

“So how should we pick out 
teachers for our classrooms” 


PICK SALESMEN 

Teachers are supposed to be 
salesmen of ideas. And a good 
salesman must be sold on his 
merchandise, as well as brimful 
of enthusiasm. 

Advanced college degrees are 
not necessarily a proof that their 
owner is a salesman. 

Some of the worst teachers I 
ever encountered as a college 
student were heads of depart- 
ments. 

And some of the best teachers 
were young instructors who did 
not even have a Ph. D. degree 
at all. 

Now I don’t mean to veto the 
emphasis. on advanced degrees, 
if such a teacher is also a star 
salesman in the classroom. 

But American school boards 
and college deans have become 
idolatrous in their excessive wor- 
ship of college degrees. 


FACTS SOON FADE 

Few professional men, except 
engineers, have any later use 
for math except simple arithme- 
tic, so they forget algebra, ge- 
ometry, etc. 

Most of you readers couldn’t 
pass a simple history test. Ex- 
cept for 1492 and 1776, you can 
recall hardly a dozen other sig- 
nificant dates, can you? 

Your foreign languages were 
almost a complete waste of time 
as measured by your present in- 
ability to use them. 

What you get out of high school 
is chiefly the confidence that 
permits you to step ahead of the 
more timid non-graduate. 

A second benefit of high school 
is your having acquired the habit 
of bearing down hard just before 
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In this respect, surgery comes 
to the aid of many who might 
not have been helped in any 
other way. 


New Drugs Aiding 
Tuberculosis Fight 


During the past seven years, 
rapid strides have been made 
in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis. The spotlight centers 
about the new drugs that are 
proving so effective against 
the causative bacilli. 

The good results make early 
@@agnosis more important than 
ever because the sooner treat- 
ment is started, the better the 
outcome. Early manifestations 
are sO vague most physicans 
rely upon periodic chest X- 
rays. 

Most of us associate tubercu- 
losis with cough. This is true 
but when the victim is a smoker 
he is likely to blame his hack- 
ing on the tobacco habit. 
Months may pass before he 


consult a physician. The peri- 
odic chest X-ray uncovers the 
disease long before it becomes 
so far advanced that everyone 
realizes something is amiss. 
As the process makes head- 
way the sense of well being 
wanes and before long, the 
person finds it difficult to per- 
form a full day’s work. Appe- 
tite is next to go, followed by 
decrease in weight. Another 
early sign is slight afternoon 
or early evening rise in tem- 


perature. 
The best remedies include 
streptomycin, para-aminosali- 


cylic acid (PAS), and isoniazid. 
These products are not as ef- 
fective when used alone as in 
combination. Streptomycin and 
PAS are good starters and 
isoniazid is substituted should 
the individual develop allergy 
or intolerance to the other
